We feel particularly desirous of affording m- 
struction to the Arrakanese females, since they are cut 
off from every opportunity of acquiring it among their 
own countrymen; but as such strong prejudices exist 
against their education, we shall take beth girls and boys. 
Of the latter description are the two charity children now 
engaged. The superintendence of the school will be my 
department, which with the assistance ofa native master, 

shall esteem a delightful task. But to carry our plan 
into full execution it will be necessary to receive en-

We calculate that the monthly expense of each child 
will be one dollar. The wages ofa master will amount 
to four dollars per month, and that of a female cook, two 
dollars per month.”
